ITALIAN STATESMAN,

ing the Resignation of Polizszolo, a

~Accomplice in the Assassination 
ot Notarbartolo—Demand That the 
Seciety Be Stamped Out — Italy to

ROME, Nov. 22.—The government has dis- 
covered the head of the notorious band of 
assassins known as the Mafia. He is Poliz- 


the Chamber of Deputies. For at least ten 
years this man has directed the league, 
and the blackmail levied on all classes of 
society has gone into his poc In Sicily 
the Mafia has permitted land owners to 
employ only Mafia members on its farms, 
and vendetta has followed those who dis- 
obey its laws. All sentences must be ap- 
proved by the supreme chief, and, in all 
probability, it was Polizzolo who ordered 
the New Orleans murders. 

The Italian government has been endeav- 
oring to stamp out the Mafia, which has 
been in practically supreme control of the 
local government of Sicily. 

The press is unanimous in demanding the 
resignation of Polizzolo and his prosecution 
for his crimes. He is publicly accused by 
the newspapers with being an accomplice in 
the assassination in 1892 of a man named 
Notarbartolo, who was a wealthy citizen of 
Palermo. 

Mafia Must Be Stamped Out. 

Polizzolo has long been suspected of guilty 
knowledge of the murder and now it is al- 
leged that he is the main accomplice fn the 
dastardly affair. In this connection the 
newspapers emphatically affirm that the 
existence of the Mafia society in Sicily is a 
disgrace to Italy and that it must be 
stamped out. 

The possibility of doing this is discussed 
at length, for the assassination society has 
existed for centuries, and numerous reme 


out of the terrible criminal association. 
Better Warships Needed. 

The government evidently is beginning to 
realize the necessity for more fighting ships 
and for the modernization of those already 
in service.

But is the 
cause of the Boers deserving of sympathy 
from the American point of view? A few. 
plain facts will enable you to judge. 


Why the Uitlanders Are There. 

“The question is often asked, and quite 
pertinently, why the uitlanders went to thé 
Transvaal tf the laws were unsatisfactory? 
The answer is that they were invited to go 
by the Boer government, and notably by 
Mr. Kruger himself, and that when they 
immigrated the existing laws were favorable 
to the uitlanders. It was only after their 
capital and labors had rescued the Trans- 
vaal from imminent bankruptcy that the

In the meanwhile millions of foreign 
capital had been invested in the purchase

The 
Chief Justice of the Transvaal was removed 
by President Kruger on account ot a de- 
cision against the dictates of the President. 
“ Third—The power given to the President 
and Executive Council to banish any ult- 
lander and to confiscate his property for 
political offense without trial. 
FPourth—The right of a Transvaal po- 
liceman to suppress a public meeting when 
in his judgment the language used is in 
critictom of the Transvaal government. 
“ Fifth—The law denying what is regard- 
ed in a true republic as the great bulwark 
of ite liberties, the right of trial by one’s 
peers. In the Transvaal the Boer alone can 
sit in the jury. The court records show that 
under these conditions few Boers are con- 
vieted, while, on the contrary, 
landers are acquitted.

SAYS LORIMER IS RIGHT. 


JOHN W. GATES DECLARES TRUSTS 
INVITE FEDERAL INSPECTION, 


Expresses Himself as Much in Favor of 
the Plan—Predicts It Will Come in 
Time—E. F. Cragin of the Same Opin- 
ion—Chicago Men Differ, C. H. Mat- 
thiessen Remarking Scheme Would 
Accomplish Little—Publicity Exists 
Now—Views of Others. 


John W. Gates in New York yesterday 
indorsed the statement of Congressman 
Lorimer to the Industrial subcommission 
that the trusts would welcome federal super- 
vision. | 

“Congressman Lorimer’s statements are 


representative of my ideas,“ he said. 


Trusts are ready for and invite govern- 
ment inspection. The officers of all big 
trusts will agree on this, sooner or later. I, 
personally, am much in favor of the plan.“ 

Mr. Gates’ declaration was supported by 
E. F. Cragin, organizer of ithe glass ‘trust. 
When seen in New York City he said: 

“All trusts are in favor of government 
inspection. The plan should meet with no 
opposition.“ 

Officials of large trade combinations gener - 
ally have been stirred up by the Congress- 
man's statement. Varying opinions are ad- 
vanced, however, by the men interested. 
John D. Rockefeller and William Rockefeller 
of the Standard Oil company referred in- 
quiries at their New York offices to the 
co 8 8. C. T. Dodd.

the Standard Oil officials as to whether they 
would favor government supervision. I 
have no doubt, however, that they are ready 
to give the government all the information

Views of Chicago Officials. 
Among the Chicago managers of such 
trade combinations there was some opposi- 
tion to any appointment of a representative 
on the directorates, it being urged that this 
would secure but slight results. 
President E. J. Buffington of the Illinois 
company said: “I cannot Kk au- 
thoritatively, as the stbject does 


‘directors offers several objections. Cor- 


porations have, to a considerable extent, the 
same rights as individuals, and should not 
be made more amenable before the gov- 
ernment than a private individual. If the 
object of the plan to appoint a government 
representative on a board of directors is to 
insure publicity, I cannot see what it will 
gain. Most of the corporations, especially 
those whose stocks are for sale in the public 
markets, make public their statements.“

President C. H. Matthiessen of the Glucose

it. If the government, with an idea of se- 
curing publicity, should appoint a member 
of the directorate, I do not suppose there 
would be any objection, providing that rep- 
resentative was competent to fill the place, 
but I do not see what would be gained. I 
believe every corporation should make pub- 
lic statements of its condition. The glucose 
company issues regular attested statements 
for the benefit of ite stockholders. If Con- 
gressman Lorimer desires to secure publicity 
this tesuing of public statements accomplish- 
es. exactly what he desires.

As for the glucose company being a monop- 


oly, that is foolishness. As a matter of fact, 
it is less of a monopoly than before the cor- 
solidation.

Accident Occurs in a Fog at MeCool 
(Ind.) Crossing—Engineer Is Killed, 
Fireman Fatally Injured, and Oth- 
ers Hurt—Kugines Land in the 
Swamp with Their Wheels in Air 
and Still Turning—Express Freight 
and Mail Matter Scattered Around, 


Two locomotives lying in a swamp with 
wheels in the air, five mail and express cars 
with their contents scattered around, one 
man killed, one fatally injured, and a dosen 
others hurt, are the result of the collision

The fast train was No. 5, due in Chicago 
at9a.m.

It was running sixty miles an hour, accord- 
ing to Engineer Sarber. : 

At McCool’s station, where the road is 
crossed by the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern 
railway, a freight train had broken in two 
and stopped. A flagman had been sent back 
to watch for the limited. At this time a 
train two miles west whistled for its flag- 
man, and the flagman of the freight mistook 
the signal for the call of his engineer and 
was returning to the train when the limited 
thundered by him. 

In the head engine of the limited Engineer 
Sarber and Fireman Orr caught a glimpse of 
the caboose of the freight through the fog 
and jumped, The crew of the second en- 
gine had no warning and both were buried 
under the wreck. 

Both engines of the limited turned complete 
somersaults and fell headed east some yards 
from the track at the foot of the bank, one 
on each side, with wheels in the air still 
turning. On them were piled the express 
and baggage and mail cars. The five cars 
were demolished, but none of the coaches 
was badly damaged. were 
bruised, but none seriously in The 
injured were conveyed to Garrett, Ind. 

Ten freight cars were destroyed and an 
immense amount of canned fruit from them 
was carried away by spectators. One of 
the wrecked express cars contained fish and 
oysters for Booth & Co. of this city and 
large numbers of live black bass escaped 
inte the swamp. Oysters covered the ground 
for rods and the end of the wrecked car 
contained a pool of them two feet deep. 
Twenty thousand dollars in silver money, 
from the mint of the Subtreasury, in one of 
the express cars, lay for hours guarded by 
railroad men. The property loss was large 
and the tracks were blocked all day.

“80 SOON FORGOTTEN!” 
No serious news can be found in Wash - 
ington during these closing days of the dull 
season. Otherwise the transfer of the 
Dewey house might not be a subject of im- 
portance for the newspaper correspondents. 
Were Congress in session the Dewey house 
question wonld be a negligible quantity. 
As there is nothing to write about save it 
the correspondents magnify the incident and 
fill columns with their moralizings and the 
protests of the “ indignant citizen.” 

The only persons who have any right to 
discuss the merits of this case are A 
Dewey and the subscribers to the fund. It 
was purely a private--not a national—af- 
fair. According to some reports, no doubt 
much exaggerated, there were 45,000 sub- 
scribers, of whom about 40,000 gave five or 
10 cents each. It is impossible to believe 
that they take a lively interest in the dispo- 
sition made of the house, in which they 
have so small an investment. The remain- 
ing 5,000 gave a dollar or more apiece, and 
not more than 100 gave over $100 each. 
Some gave as much as $500, and a few 
$1,000 or more. We have not heard yet of 
serious complaint from any number of large 
or smallsubscribers. There have been only 
sporadic complaints, and these on the part 
of persons who gave nothing. It is not to 
be assumed that there was genera! discon- 
tent on the part of subscribers because Ad- 
miral Dewey gave his house to his wife. 
That has become so common a practice 
among American men that it is almost cus- 
tomary. | 

If the givers of the Dewey house are 
dissatisfied with the disposition he has 
made of it, the question arises whether grat- 
itude is, as the cynic says, “a lively expec- 
tation of favors to come.” Did the people 
who made Dewey a gift expect him to do 
something for them, and do they fear he 
will consider himself under no obligation to 
do it after he has parted with their present?

PROHIBITION VOTE IN OHIO. 

The official vote of Ohio for Governor, 
which has just been published, shows that 
5,825 persons cast their ballots for George 
M. Hammel, the Prohibition candidate. 
As the total number of ballots cast was 
908,159, this was a proportion of not much 
more than 1 to 200. The Prohibition vote 
in Ohio at the gubernatorial election of 
1805 was 21,264, falling in 1897 to 7,558, 
and reaching this year its present insignifi- 
cant proportions. In nearly every State 
there has been a similar decrease, indicat- 
ing the return of the Prohibitionists to their 
former party affiliations. This is due chiefly 
to the realization that a party with only a 
single issue cannot succeed; but another

An interesting suit for separation came 
up in New York the other day, in which the 
only witnesses were the parties to the suit, 
Mr. and Mrs. Okerlid.

 @ROOVED Rarzs. 


There was introduced at the Council : 


meeting Monday night an ordinance pro- 
viding that in the future none but grooved 
street car rails shall be laid, that when 
streets are paved or repa ved grooved rails 
shall be substituted for the tram rails, and 
that within five years all the latter shall be 
removed. This ordinance was referred to 
a committee. It should not be allowed to 
sleep there. It should be reported back 
promptiy aud passed without delay. ‘The 
eity has suffered because of its failure to 
pass such an ordinance, Had uit done su 
only a few years ago miles and miles of 
new street car track would have been laid 
with the grooved rail instead of: the old- 
fashioned tram rail. There was no excuse 
for this failure, for the superiority of the 
former has long been admitted. Sev- 
eral cities have insisted upon its adoption 
on all their lines. The people of Detroit 
well remember how, in 1894 or about that 
time, Mayor Pingree, having observed its 
use in Buffalo, organized at his own ex- 
pense a junket for the entire Aldermanic 
Council to inspect its operation in that city. 
They also remember how this improvement 
soon made its appearance on all car lines 
in Detroit. 

The advantages of the grooved rail are ob- 
vious, In the first place it fulfills, as the tram 
rail does not, the usual requirement in our 
street railway ordinances that street car 
lines shall be laid so as to «ause no ob- 
struction to the free passage of vehi- 
cles over them. Instead, however, of 
this requirement being met by the 
present rails they constitute a con- 
stant and serious obstruction to the 
movement of vehicles, Not only is “ turn- 
ing out of the track” a matter of more or 
less difficulty and strain upon both wagon 
and horses at all times, but the number of 
breakdowns every year from executing or 
attempting this feat would assuredly be 
astounding if they could be totaled. The 
bicyclist, too, has a dislike for the tram 
rail, particularly in wet weather, and he 
must take jolts from it at all times. 

In the second place, the grooved rail pre- 
vents injury to pavements from vehicles of 
wide gauge running with one wheel in one 
tram while the other wears a rut just out- 
side the other rail. The recently laid as- 
phalt pavement on Cottage Grove avenue 
already illustrates the injury referred to. 

In the third place, the tram rail, with the 
incidental depression of the inside pa ve- 
ment so as to meet the edge of the tram 
Hush, is a filth collecting and retaining 
agency. In their efforts to keep their 
streets clean some cities having this rail 
keep men steadily employed pushing nar- 
row shovels along the trams to throw out 
the litter which the machine sweepers do 
not reach. The grooved rail allows the 
pavement to be laid, not with a curving 
crown between the rails, but perfectly level 


between as well as outside the tracks. The 


narrow and shallow groove is then the only 
depression, and so much of the dust is flirt- 
ed out from this by the flange of the wheel 
that no serious problem as regards cleanli- 
ness remains. 

The smoothness and general appearance 
of a street, especially at intersections hav- 
ing numerous track connections, are great- 
ly enhanced by the grooved rail, and no sat- 
isfactory street building is possible with 
any other. To be sure, the standard gauge 
vehicle speeds along the trams in a jolly 
manner while it has the clear right of way. 
This, however, it can only enjoy for brief 
moments and at the cost of more or less 
hindrance to car service, while on paved 
streets at least such temporary advantage 
is more than offset by the necessity of con- 
stantly turning out to allow cars to pass. 
It is doubtful if any persons would fail to 
rejoice over the disappedrance of the tram 
rail except wheelwrights and keepers of 
repair shops. 


THE GERMAN EMPEROR’S VISIT. 

It is not likely that any affair of state 
or political intrigue lies behind the Ger- 
man Emperor's visit to his grandmother. 
Being by birth a member of the English 
royal house it is in order for him to visit 
his other home at any time as a mark of 
grandfilial good will. It is for his ob- 
vious interest not to quarrel with Great 
Britain, but to maintain at least a benevo- 
lent neutrality. Even if he were concerned 
in any intrigue against that nation it is 
not probable that he would seek to mask 
it by the pretense of a friendly visit. Em- 
peror William, whatever else may be suid 
of him, is a blunt, outspoken man and 
duplicity of this sort is foreign to his 
character. Again, duplicity of that kind 
is nearly always exposed at once and 
defeats itself. Diplomacy does not have 
to look far under the surface to detect it. 
The Emperor is fond of dramatic sur- 
prises. He is always before the audience 
of the nations ready to spring the unex- 
pected and thus add to their hilarity or 
astonishment as the case may be.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION FOR IOWA. 

Iowa teachers will endeavor to secure 
the enactment of a compulsory education 
law by the present Legislature. The leader 
in the movement is Superintendent H. E. 
Kratz, who has issued an open letter, in 
which he asserts that Iowa is fast losing 
her place as one of the leading State“ 
in lack of illiteracy. The State Super 
mtendent’s report of 1898 gives the nun 
per of children between the ages of 5 and 
21 as 727,456, of whom the number en- 
rolled in the schools is 548,852, or about 
one-fourth less. The average daily at- 
tendance is only 370,845, indicating thut 
one-half of the children of the State do 
not attend school daily. Those who favo) 
the adoption of a compulsory educatioy 
law assert that it has succeeded in the 
thirty-one States that have placed such 
legislation on their statute books, and Mr. 
Kratz insists that the small percentage 
of illiteracy in Nebraska and Wyominz 
can be ascribed directly to compulsory edu- 
cation. There can be no doubt that statis- 
tics sustain his assertion, and that the 
suggestion can be opposed only on the 
ground vf interference with individual 
liberty. 


RACE WAR AT RINGGOLD. 

When the dispatches from Rio Grande 
City, Tex., are read, setting forth that 
there has been a battle between the citi- 
zens of the place and the troops at Fort 
Ringgold, one does not need to look for 
the cause beyond the casual statement 
that the army post is garrisoned by troop- 
ers of the Ninth United States Cavalry. 

The soldiers of the Ninth are colored 
men and the Texans opposed the quar- 
tering among them of any but white 
troops. The prejudice against the negro 
cavalrynian is greater than that against 
the negro residents of the State simply 
because the trooper wears the uniform of 
authority. At Fort McIntosh, in the 
outskirts of Laredo, Tex., a few months 
ago, the feeling against the colored men 
quartered there wads strong enough to cul- 
minate in a riot. As a result of this trouble 
the government has decided to abandon 
McIntosh as an army post. The merchants 
of Laredo derive a large revenue from the 
soldiers of the garrison and the abandon- 
ment of the post will prove a blow to the 
city. The place is garrisoned nine-tenths 
of the time by white men, and by objecting 
to the temporary occupation of the place 
by colored troops the citizens of Laredo 
have hurt their pocketbooks permanently, 

The black troopers are among the best 


soldiers in the army and they are as well | 


behaved as any. When they are garri- 
soned in the Dakotas and in the far Nortb- 
west there are ho reports of town and 
fort riots. Some years ago the Ninth Caval- 
ry. with its brother colored regiment, the 
Tenth, was stationed in Arizona and New 
Mexico, They protected the frontier set- 
tlements from marauding Apaches and pur- 
sued the savages tirelessly and relentlessly 
into their mountain fastnesses. A few 


years before this colored troops protected 


the northern frontier of Texas against 
the attacks of the Kiowas and Comanches. 
At the times mentioned the residents of the 
two Territories and of Texas did not com- 
plain because there was a black skin under 
the blue blouse of the soldier, Since the 
fear of Indian uprisings has been removed, 
however, there has been a marked change 
and the citizens of the Southwest now ob- 
ject to the -presence of colored soldiers.

MAROUISE DE FORTENOT'S LEPTER 


(Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 
In addition to the attempts upon the lives 
of the crowned heads and royal personages 
of the old world that reach the ears of the 
public there are a still larger number that 
take, place and concerning which the utmost 
secrecy is observed. In fact, the police and 
the government authorities are the first to 
wish affairs of this kind to be kept quiet, 
since the attempts of this kind imply popu- 
lar discontent, and likewise a lack of pre- 
caution for the safety of the personages 
whose lives are attempted. The royal per- 
sonages themselves, too, do not relish the 
publication of anything calculated to show 
that they are objects of public animosity. 
If I mention this it is because an attempt 
has just been made upon the life of the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Italy. 
It was known that they were about to jour- 
ney southwards to Rome. Through some 
circumstance or another the departure of 
the special train by which they traveled 
was delayed four hours beyond its appoint- 
ed time. Had it not been for this the fate 
that overtook a mixed freight and passenger 
train, which was derailed and hurled down 
from the tip of a high embankment, owing 
to stones and big pieces of iron being fas- 
tened to the track, would have fallen to the 
lot of the Prince and Princess. The affair 
took place about ten miles distant from 
Rome and several lives were lost, and @ 
number of people injured. dn fact, >is a 
subject for astonishment how any one on 
board the wrecked train could have 
Investigation has brought to light the fact 
that the obstruction placed on the rails was 
the work of Anarchists, several of the men 
implicated in the affair having already been 
arrested, and that their object was to de- 
stroy if possible the life of the Crown Prince, 
who has already become renowned from one 
end of the kingdom to the other in connec- 
tion with his despotic ideas and his inclina- 
tion towards measures of the most harsh 
and drastic character, especially in dealing 
with the socialist and anarchist questions. 
The Anarchists are well aware that the ad- 
vent to the throne of the Prince of Naples 
will be signalized by the inauguration of a 
crusade against them exceeding in relent- 
lessness anything of the kind yet known, and 
are resolved at all costs to prevent him from 
having the opportunity of putting his pro- 
jects into execution. 
—— 


The irritation existing between the Eng- 
lish reigning family and the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Orleans has been intensified to such 
an extent by certain incidents in connection 
with the recent wedding of Princess Isabella 
of Orleans to her cousin, Prince John of the 
same house, that the pretender and his wife 
have found it well to take a sudden depart- 
ure for Austria, changing at the last mo- 
ment all the plans which they have made 
for spending the winter in England. 

It seems that representatives of the press 
at the wedding,. not being admitted either 
to the chapel, where the religious ceremony 
was celebrated, or to the house, where the 
reception and wedding breakfast subse- 
quently took place, had to content them- 
selves with typewritten descriptions of the 
affair, gotten up for the purpose by one of 
the secretaries of the pretender. In these 
reports, which were published far and wide, 
both in the English and, especially, in the 
French and other foreign papers, 
stress was laid on the fact that the Princess 
of Wales and her daughter had been pres- 
ent, and in fact that England’s future Queen 
had been the star guest at the ceremony, be- 
ing as such escorted both at the church and 
at the reception by the Duke himself. 

That the Princess of Wales and her 
daughter should have attended the function 
at all created all the more unpleasant com- 
ment owing to the fact that conspictous 
among the guests were the Dowager Duch- 
ess of Uzes, and other royalist great ladies 
at Paris, who are getting up with a great 
flourish of trumpets a subscription for the 
express purpose of equipping, ng, and 
dispatching a foreign legion or corps of vol- 
unteers to join the Boer army and fight the 


As soon as the Prince of Wales heard of 
the trick played by the Duke of Orleans 
he at once caused a semi-official communi- 
cation to be published to the effect that 
neither the Princess of Wales nor Princess 
Victoria nor yet any member of the English 
royal family had been present at the wed- 
ding, at which the Princess had merely been 
represented by her private secretary as a 
courtesy towards her sister-in-law, Princess 
Waldemar of Denmark, who was there. 

What seems to have angered the Prince of 
Wales more than anything was the elaborate 
manner in which the lie about his wife’s al- 
leged presence at the wedding was fabri- 
cated, detailed descriptions having been 
given by the Duke’s secretary as to the 
dresses which both she and her daughter 
had worn and of the applause with which 
she was said to have been hailed by the 
public gathered outside of the church, and 
the entire affair has served to recall to mind 
the analogous piece of tactlessness and im- 
pudence perpetrated by the Duke’s father, 
the late Count of Paris, who while on a visit 
to the Queen dated from Windsor Castle 
one of his most virulent political manifestoes 

against the French republic, calling upon 
his royalist supporters in France to strain 
to overthrow the French gov- 


The snub now publicly administered to the 
Duke by the Prince of Wales through the 
press will have the effect of rendering his 
position even more intolerable than hereto- 
fore, and there is no doubt that ere long he 
will give up both his country seat and his 
town residence in England. For society, 
which has never liked the Duke, and has all 
along entertained for him sentiments of min- 
gled ridicule and contempt, is only too ready 
to follow the cue of the ce of Wales and 
of the royal family in the matter and to sub- 
ject him to social ostracism in its most cruel 
form. With his pretentions to even royal 
rank questioned and his claims to the French 
throne scouted, the manner in which he is 
pointedly ignored by the English royal fam- 
fly comes to him particularly hard, espe- 
clally when he sees the manner in which 
both Louis and Victor Bonaparte are cor- 
dially welcomed by Queen Victoria at Wind- 
sor. In spite of his birth he has been unable 
to secure admission, honorary or other- 
wise, to a single first-class London club, and 
if he continues to live in England, which is 
improbable, will probably be restricted ex- 
clusively to the society of those of his coun- 
trymen who may care to visit him, English 
people refusing henceforth more than ever 
to hold any intercourse with him.
